The jurors 
stood 10 to 2 in favor of the plaintiffs. 


Sheriff Millet- was found dead with 


o bullet wound through the head las! 
year. He had failed to' make a sct- 
Jcincnt with the state ^t the required 
:imc. 


He held an insurance policy con- 


fining a clause which nullified the 
policy in case of suicide within a 
real1. The company refused to pay it 
uv'thc grounds that Miller killed him- 
self. The relatives contended that he 
was killed by an unknown assailant. 


A letter was produced by attorneys 


for the insurance company alleged to 
havig been written by the sheriff to 
Miss Fannie Trusscll about 24 hours 
before'ho was found dead. In it he 
told of his financial troubles and 
mentioned the shortage that existed 
iri his accounts,, saying that he had 
not obtained any of the money.
